LONDON—Although the new year 
has_started auspiciously in Britain 
with a surge of economic recovery, 
the Federation of British Industries, 
representing United Kingdom trade 
generally, is nevertheless cautious in 

» regard to estimating for any pro- 
longed continuatign of this state of 
things. 

“Home trade,” this organization 
says in its business forecast for the 
first quarter of 1936, “is the main- 
stay of industrial activity in nearly 
all countries, and is likely to con- 
tinue to be so until there is a revival 
of foreign investment and a relaxa- 
tion of import restrictions. 

“This both places a definite limit 
on, the’ period during which con- 
tinuing improvement can be ex- 
pected and makes it unwise to ven- 
ture to forecast conditions more 
than a few months ahead.” 

Britain’s trade barometer, in fact 
has risen notably, but’ experts hold 
that it is not yet at anything near 
the “set fair” mark.

acres. The aes pereage that may be 
classified as likely to be severely 
infested is down to 47,000 acres, as 
against 950,000 acres last year. Wide- 
‘Spread light. infestations are looked 
for, but most severe outbreaks 
are expected in the northwest, west 
and south of Saskatoon and in cer- 
tain central and southern aréas. 

A reductién of very severe infes- 
tations is also reported from Alberta, 
although the threatened outbreak 
will. closely approximate: that of 
1935, the-decline being from five to 
four million crop acres. The decrease 
in the acres severely threatened ‘is 
from 13,000,000 acres in 1935 to 450,- 
000 acres in 1936, while the reduc- 
tion in. the very severe category is 
from 13,000,000 acres to 140,000 acres 
this year.

desired cut of blue brand or red 
brand beef as desired.’ The portion 
of © the* government  brand-mark 
which appears in ribbon-like form 
tipon each cut when it is delivered 
is. the -purchaser’s. safeguard “and 
protection. The coloring materials 


used in branding are not injurious. 


and. consequently from a health 
point of view need not be removed 
before cooking. 


Only beef which has passed. in- 
spection for health by, officers 6 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture may be graded. ‘The round, 
purple health inspéction stamp which 
bears the words “Canada Approved” 
shows that the beef has been pro- 
nounced free from disease. However, 
that is not the only mark the pur- 
chaser’ has to look for in, graded 
beef, because all beef which has been 
pronounced free from disease: does 
not necessarily. have good. eating 
quality; for example it might be 
tough, to mention only one. point. 
The mark that designates the qual- 
ity of the beef is different. It is in 
the form of a ribbon running along 
the whole length of the beef, Red 
denoting the highest quality and 
Blue the second quality. In-this way, 
every cut of graded beef must ex- 
hibit a part of this ribbon mark. 


The two official grades — Blue 
Brand or “Good” grade and Red 
Brand or “Choice” grade—are’ care- 
fully selected by qualified govern- 
ment officials as to quality, tender- 
ness, flavor, juiciness and food value 
from beef marked “Canada Ap- 
proved.” This ensures that only 
beef which is of the prescribed stan- 
dard’ as -to. quality ‘will be graded. 
The Blue Brand (Good. grade) car- 
ries the moderate-amount of fat nec- 
essary to protect it In handling and 
cooking, and to render it tender and 
juicy and of good flavor., This grade 
is in demand with those who desire 
good eating quality without undue 
waste. The Red Brand | (Choice 
grade) carries a, little more -fat, or 
finish, and appeals to those who. de-

SETTING HENS. 
AND INSECTICIDES 


One of the cheveral’ methods used 
for ridding poultry of lice is that 
of rubbing a. little blue ointment 
around the vent and under the wings, 
However, as noted in the progress 
report of the Division of Poultry 
Husbandry of. the Experimental 
Farms, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, blue. ointment should 
not be used on setting hens, because 
none of the eggs will hatch owing 
to the small amounts of blue oint- 
ment becoming smeared on the egg 
shell, penetrating into the interior, 
thus poisoning the developing chick. 

An experiment was conducted by 
the Poultry Division, Dominion. Ex- 
perimental Farms, to find out if the 
blue ointment treatment of hens dur- 
ing the breeding season had any 
effect on hatchability of eggs when 
hatched in. an incubator. The re- 
sults indicate that, owing to the pos- 
sibility of some ointment getting on 
the eggs just after laying, hatch- 
ability is affected to some extent, 
and, therefore, birds should not: be 
treated with blue ointment either 
during, or a month or so before, the 
breeding season.

Whitaker’s Almanac 
Employs 1014 Pages 


LONDON.—There are now 514 
letters in the British alphabet. 

Not that A, B and C have found 
488 companions. The alphabet that 
has gyown so greatly is the alphabet 
vf abbreviations, ranging, not from 
A to Z, but from A, 1, “first-class,” 
to Y.W.C.A., “Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association.” 


The only letters of the ordinary 
A, B C, which do not appear in the 
alphabet of abbreviations as_ first 
letters of some meaningful combina- 
tion are X and Z. And these demi- 
thousand abbreviations are all “in 
common use” in Britain. 

All of them are tabulated in the 
1936 edition of Whitaker’s Almanac, 
published here, which aims at sup- 
plying correct information on almost 
everything, from a ready reference 
calendar for 200 years, to the com- 
position of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment and the progress of natural 
science and invention in 1935. 

Cricket and Railways 

To do this, Whitaker’s employs 
1014 pages, and has 119 headings of 
a general type in its table of con- 
tents. 

Besides showing just how much 
ordinary folk have made from so 
little of the alphabet, referring 
shortly to a situation in the game 
of cricket in which one man, known 
as a bowler, so projects a ball that 
it hits another man’s leg-guards in- 
stead of continuing its flight to hit 
the wickets, as “l.b.w.,” or to one 
who has taken a special degree at 
a university as a ”B.A.,“ the almanac 
has interesting facts to report about 
the world’s railways. 

Germany’s Fast Trains 

It appears that the first 10 places 
in the records for the fastest regular 
railway trains in’ the world are 
all held by Germany. Diesel stream- 
lined trains of the German State 
Railways run on 10 routes at ave- 
rage speeds ranging from 82.3 miles 


an hour for 115 miles to 76 miles 
an hour for 140 miles. 
There are 35 crack trains in the 


world regularly running at average 
speeds of over 64 miles an hour, the 
statistics show. 

The records for the longest regu- 
lar non-stop runs at speed are held 
largely by Britain. British expresses 
thunder across the little island to 
hold the first six places. 

Other Rail Records 

The longest route is from King’s 
Cross Station, London, to Edinburgh, 
a non-stop run of 392.7 miles, jour- 
neyed at an average speed of 52.4 
miles an hour. 

The world’s record authenticated 
non-stop run, it is stated, was made 
in 1925. when an oil-electric train 
ran 2937 miles. from Montreal to 
Vancouver, in 67 hours. 

The Royal Scot, travelling all the 
year round regularly in the Car 
lisle-London = track, is the oldest 
scheduled train in, the world. It has 
been leaving Euston Station at 10 
a.m. since 1848.

MONUMENT MISSED 
SINCE 1768 


HALIFAX—“Lost—One monument 
of one of Nova Scotia’s early gov- 
ernors, Major Charles Lawrence, 
missing since 1768. Reported car- 
ried away to Boston.” The loss of 


this monument has always been more 
or less of a mystery. Governor Law- 
rence was the second of Nova Sco- 
tia’s governors, following Hon. Ed- 
ward Cornwallis, the founder. Ac- 
cording to records, the legislature 
of Nova Scotia voted that a monu- 
men? he: placed in St. Paul’s Church 
in Halifax, the capital of the prov- 
ince, but there is no monument ir 
the church, which has stood since 
it was dedicated in 1750. Tradition 
steps in to explain that a monument 
costing £80 sterling was ordered in 
London, Eng., and arrived in Halifax 
in 1762, being then affixed to the 
wall in the southeast corner of th 
church. In fact, it was the first 
monument of several placed in this 
ancient edifice. 


In April, 1768, a tornado swept 
the citv and did great damage, three 
windows of St. Paul’s Church being 
destroyed and the monument dam- 
aged. The monument was removed 
for repairs and placed in a_ shed 
nearby, from which, it is claimed, 
it xvas removed by some person or 
persons unknown and later carried 
away to Boston.

MEXICAN LAMB STEW 


Irish lamb stew with dumplings 
may hold first place with many 
families, but here’s a recipe for 
Mexican lamb stew that can be high- 
ly appetizing if cooked with care: 

One pound lamb neck (cubed), 1 
tablespoon dripping, 2 tablespoons 
flour, 1 chopped onion, 5 chopped 
tomatoes, 3 chopped green peppers, 
2 quarts hot water, % teaspoon of 
vinegar, 1 cup green peas, 1 cup of 
corn, % cup rice, 1 tablespoon of 
salad oil. 

Roll the fresh’ lamb — in flour, 
brown in the dripping with the 
onion, add the tomatoes and green 
pepper and pan fry all together for 
a few minutes. Add the hot water 
salt and pepper, and simmer for 
about one hour. Add the peas, corn 
and rice. Cook until the rice is done. 

When ready to serve, mix the 
egg with oil and vinegar and pour 
into the bottom of the serving dish, 
then pour the stew over this. It’s 
different—but you'll like it! 
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However, if you are a bit skep- 
tical of Mexican dishes, here’s a 
simple recipe for good old Irish 
lamb stew: 

Two pounds fresh lamb (cubed), 
6 each medium-sized potatoes, car- 
rots, cut to suitable size; 2-3 tea- 
spoon salt, pepper and kitchen bou- 
quet; onion to taste. 

Cover the meat with cold water 
and bring to a boil. Add vegetables 
and seasonings, then cover closely 
and simmer for two hours until the 
meat is tender. Thicken remaining 
liquid, allowing one tablespoon of 
flour to each cup. Season with 
celery, parsley, bay leaf and thyme. 

Some like more seasoning than 
others. A bit of sugas, usually not 
more than a teaspoon, will bring out 
the flavor of the vegetables and 
meat. 

Stews may be baked, if you pre- 
fer, and they are delicious with 
dumplings, noodles, hominy, rice, 
spaghetti or macaroni.

Education For Adults 


To the testimony of others no less an authority than Dr. Walter C. 


Murray, president of the University 


of Saskatchewan recently added his 


opinion that there is a wide open field for educational facilities for adults 


and while* he referred to conditions in 


the province in which he resides and 


teaches his assertion is equally applicable to the situation in the other 


prairie provinces. 


While Dr. Murray pointed out that the development of his “unexplored 
field” is prevented at the present time for lack of finances he noted one very 


encouraging feature and that is that 


there was “a growing feeling of the 


need of education for themselves among the adults themselves.” 

The statement that this is an encouraging feature of the situation is 
no doubt inspired by the belief that if adults themselves realize the need 
the problem is already partially solved, for the desire will presently be fol- 
lowed by a more or less insistent demand and once this demand becomes 
sufficiently strong some way will assuredly be found to cater to the need. 

This renaissance in embryo, this dawning desire on the part of adults 
for greater educational facilities may be ascribed to a number of causes. 
One of them is a growing fear lest in a world of rapidly changing condi- 
tions they may lag behind the growing consciousness of superior mentality 
on the part of the youngster generation. 

During the depression period of the past few years the difficulty ex- 


perienced by the rising 


generation of securing suitable employment, or even 


of any work at all, has resulted in a large number of the youth of both 
sexes remaining in school longer than, for many of them, would ordinarily 
have been the case, Many who would have gone out to work when they had 
completed a public school course or one or two years in high school, have 
completed high school training and gone on to University or taken post 


graduate courses in technical schools 


or other institutions, partly because 


they themselves sensed that when commercial and economic conditions im- 
prove they will be the better fitted for the keen struggle in competition for 
the work that then offers which is bound to ensue and partly because par- 
ents have felt that it is better that their offspring should spend this hiatus 
in improving their minds than in enforced idleness. 

As a result many parents have discovered that their children are better 
trained and better mentally equipped than they are themselves, despite the 
years of experience they have had in the school of hard knocks. They have 
discovered that their children are able to handle with ease problems which 
they can only solve with painful effort and then, perhaps with much less 
adequacy. They have discovered that their children have learned. to apply 
scientific methods with success in solving their problems and have had the 
chagrin to discover that their own “will to do”, backed by years of ex- 
perience has frequently failed to measure up in comparison with the more 


up-to-date methods of the juveniles. 


Another cause of this stirring of a latent desire for more education 
may also be attributed to a substantial increase in the practice of reading 
of books and magazine and newspaper articles and more particularly on 
more serious subjects. This increase in reading can be traced to a desire 
to better understand the difficulties with which the world in general has 
been confronted in recent years and a hope through these channels to find 


some practicable solutions. 
Now it is a sine qu@ non that the 


practice of reading inevitably brings 


about a revelation that the reader after all knows comparatively little and 
creates a thirst for more knowledge and more information. In this respect 
-it is akin in its operation to the use of habit forming drugs but lacks the 


evil results of indulgence in narcotics.

An express train which attains a 
maximum speed of 110. miles per 
hour with four coaches has been 
taken over by the Reich Railroad 
Co. The train, said to be the fastest 
in the world, has a total weight of 
125 tons, and is streamlined through- 
out.

writing. At one time he considered 
studying medicine, an English paper 
recalls. Mr. Masefield afterwards 
entered a carpet factory, returned 
to England after reading a book of 
Chaucer’s poems, and began to write. 
For a time he was on the ‘“Man- 
chester Guardian”. His first spub- 
lished! work was “Salt Water Bal- 
lads’, which included his famous 
poem, “I must Go Down To The Sea 
Again. . .” It was set to music by 
John Ireland. When he lived at Ox- 
ford he had a theatre in his garden. 
The Poet Laureate was married in 
1903, and has a son and daughter. 
He now resides in Gloucestershire. 


An Entertaining Display 


Professor Shows Luminous’ Bacteria 
To Audience In Paris 

Professor Hans Molich gave re- 
cently in the Great Hall of the 
Oceanographical Institute in Paris 
an entertaining display of luminous 
bacteria, which he has named _ bac- 
terial rockets. Liquid cultures of 
light-giving bacteria were enclosed 
in long spiral glass . tubes, with an 
air bubble at the bottom of each 
tube. When the tube was turned 
upside-down, the bubble ran up and 
stirred the alarmed «bacteria to 
activity. They began to glow, and 
the light ran up the spiral like a 
rocket. About the same time the 
hall was illuminated by a battery of 
40 bacterial lamps. The light of 
these luminous bacteria varied in 
color from deep green to bright yel- 
low, and though the hall was rather 
dim the display was declared to be 
unique and varied.

Admiral Sir William Fisher, who 
commands the great British fleet 
now gathered in the Mediterranean, 
is at the age of 60 one of the most 
athletic admirals in the Navy.

Lady Tweedsmuir speaking at the 
opening ceremonies of national edu- 
cation week, admitted that as a 
child she was poor at arithmetic, a 
“difficult and distressful problem.” 

“In the modern world where con- 
ditions are changing with such 
lightning rapidity,” she said, “it is 
vital that we all set our minds to 
devising a system of education at 
once élastic enough to meet our 
needs and strong enough to stand 
the strain of the ever-changing con- 
ditions of the 1930's.”

Carried By White Men 


Tuberculosis Is Increasing Among 
Eskimos In Arctic Regions 

It is reported from Montreal by 
way of London that two scientists 
of that city having spent some 
weeks in the study of health condi- 
tions among the Eskimos in the 
Eastern Arctic regions, discovered 
that tuberculosis is rapidly increas- 
ing among them, but that it is 
through contact with white , men. 
The presence of common - colds 
among the natives is “almost inevit- 
able after the arrival of a ship.’’ In- 
fection from influenza is known to 
have wiped out small Eskimo com- 


On the other hand, it is stated 
that natives of these regions never 
succumb to cancer or diabetes, and 
while unable to resist infection from 
colds the Eskimos can stand extreme 
fatigue and extremely cold tempera- 
ture. The healthiest groups were 
found where the inhabitants wore 
native clothes and were unable to 


Extensive and protracted studies 
in that frigid area might be helpful 
to us in fighting diseases that are so 
prevalent in. temperate regions, 
through the discovery of what pos- 
sible inducing causes are prevalent 
here that are lacking there. The 
brief observation of these two scien- 
tists but calls attention to what 
should be further pursued.—New 
York Times. 


Photographing Rare Books 


Thought To Be Best Method Of 
Preserving Records 
Cameras now are making “page 
movies” of rare books and ancient 
newspapers in the New York public 

library. 

Although the photostat division is 
handling an increasing number of 
orders annually, the page movies, by 
their compactness and comparative 
inexpensiveness, are regarded by 
librarians as the best method of pre- 
serving records of printed matter. 

The page movies are recorded on} 
neat little rolls of 35-millimetre film.

OTTAWA.— Almost the last hours 
which the House of Commons is 
scheduled to spend on the United 
States-Canada trade agreement have 
been devoted to discussing whether 
or not‘the pact can be called a Reci- 
procity Treaty with any degree of 
accuracy. The item. of. fox skins 
served to raise the point. The agree- 
ment permits United States pelts to 
enter, the Dominion duty free. 
Prince Edward Island members— 
and they are all Liberal—thought 
that true reciprocity should mean 
that Canadian skins could enter the 
republic on the free list likewise. 
Instead they discovered that they 
were subject to a 50-per cent rate. 

The government did not’ try to 
argue the point. It admitted that it 
would have liked to have secured 
concessions for Prince Edward 
Island fox skins similar to those 
accorded pelts from the United 
States. But the United *States had 
refused to extend them. Instead the 
reciprocal aspect of the treaty, from 
the. standpoint of what Canadians 
were to get in the way of advan- 
tages, lay in other clauses. Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King undertook 
to point out some of thein. He in- 
stanced ipecac. The duty on it was 
cut in half. Sir George Perley, who 
was leading the Conservative Oppo- 
sition, immediately protested the 
illustration. Canada did not export

With the House lisfening with 
some degree of suspense for the 
Ministry’s answer, Hon.:W. D. Euler, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
‘admitted that the situation was as 
Mr, Cahan had alleged.
